year, and it is the first thme that good atoal ralls |

Hnve been made with the vse of anthraclite fron
wd anthracite conl v fuel in the puddling
lnronce. A wvery lmportant fentura of thess
ralls ia that they can be reworked and rerolled
hall & dozen times I desired, n thing which
cannot be done with the ralls. made by the Bes-
semer process,  This fact 1s an importanl one to
those who use them, and will be appreciated
beesuse, while these anthiracite stoel ruils are as
good,they arein consequence of thelr eapaelty Lo
be reworked a numbar of times, at least one-
third cheaper than ralls made by the Bessemor
process, It 18 known hore as the Ralston pro-
ooss, having been discoversd last vear while
worklog at the Tamaqua Rolling Mill, They are
now turning out these steel rails from 20 to 80
pounds to the yard, at #120 _or ton at the Ta-
maqua Rolling Mill, and will guarantee them,
A speclmen can bo seen at the Anthracite Board
of Trado Rooms. A 20 pound steel rail is sald
to be equal in endurance to a 35 pound ivon rail,
